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preface 


The value of the four ioscdptioo$ tiudied and edited Id the 
following pagej for a proper understanding of the later Yidava 
history, particularly of the feign of Sihghaija. the greatest member of 
the dynasty, can hardly be overestimated. Two of these epigraphs are 
edited here with rfutr faejtimffes for the first time. The RamanSrayafla 
Temple rnscriptlon. though originally published with a photozincograpb 
by G, Bdhier. Is included here for the sate of completeness, 
and a perusal will convince anyone that the present edition marks 
a considerable improvement ov'er BQhler‘a. A glance at the monograph 

will highlight the wealih of historical information cashrined in 
these records. 

The press copy of the work was ready as early as in March 1968. 
but owing to some circnnastanccs beyond my control it could not 
see the light of the day earlier. It is reproduced in the following 
pages without aDy tnateria^ change. 

It is my pleasant duty to acknowledge gratefully (bo valuable 
help that I have received from various quarters in the production 

of the present work. The idea of editing these inscriptions anew was 
suggested and the estampages For ibis purpose were kindly supplied 
by Che late Dr. Moreshwar G. Dikshir.

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INTRODUCTION 


Tie btoDc-sIftbs beariag ihc four iDscriptioiij edited ticrcuoder 
■re situaied in iht village Ambc, also knovni as Ambe Jogai, in the 
Bhir Disirict of tbe Marailiwada Division of the Maharashtra State. 
Three of these iascriptioos were published with a Marathi inuoductioa 
and rendering, bm without facsimiles, by O. H. Khare in the 
Sources of the mediaeval history of the Deccan (Maratht), Vol, 1* 
pp. 5i-76, However, as these iDscripiioas were published only in 
Marathi, they were not accessible to the generality of b^sta^laDs^ 
and as the facsimiles were not published, scholars interested in 
them were deprived of a means of checking the readings. It was, 
therelore, generally felt hy historians that these records should be 
published with facsimiles and an exhaustive introduction in English 
discussing the historical information contained in them. Moreover, 
since the hrst publication of ihese epigraphs more than thirty-li« years 
ago, much new material bearing on the Yadava history has come 
to light, which has rendered a re-appraisal of these inscriptions 
imperative, in view of these facts, these records are being edited 
here auesh from the excellent ink-impressions kindly supplied by 
the late Moreshwar G, Dikshit, the then Director of Archaeology 
and Archives, Goveroment of Maharashtra. The remaining fourth 
iuscripiion was edited with facsimile and an English introduction aud 
translation by G. fliihler in James Burgess’s Jieporr on the amiqaines 
in the Bidur end Aurangabad districts* But he had left many a lacuna

ID bis readiDg of the inscription and quite a few of bis readings, 
besides making no sense, are not borne out by the facsimile published 
with his article. 1 am, therefotc, editing this inscription also from 
am estampage kindly placed at my disposal by the !aie M. G. Dikshit.

FROM AMBE JOGAl 


This inscription first noticed briefly by G. H. Khare.^ It 
is cut tnio a slonc*sleb built up in (be wall of a little shrine to 
the south of the Mother-in-law's tank on (he Mayamocaita-tirthe 
situated to the west of the temple of Jogesfawari at Ambe Jogai. Since 
the proper right portion of the slab is broken away, some tetters in 
the beginning of all the lines are lost, and the lower part of the slab 
is butied underground, the later portion of the epigraph has also 
been irretrievably lost, The extent portion of the intcriptloo has 
twenty lines* comprising the first twenty^one verses and the beginning 
of verse 22 of the Y&giivarl temple inscription edited below as 
No. IlL Many of these stanzas are also found in the SnkaleSvara 
tcmpli: inscription (No. 11). As the latter portion of the inscription 
is no longer extant, it is not possible to ascertain its object. It is 
possible that the lost portion might have contained some additional 
information about Khbl€ivara end that the composer of its formal 
portion might have been different from those of the other records under 
atudy,* But all this is but a conjecture. 

As Slated above, the extant prntion of the ioscription is liteialty 
identical with vv. 1-21 of No. Ill and, consettuently, does not make any 
new addition to our knowledge of the Yltdava history. But a few

THE SAKALESVARA TEMPLE INSCRIPTION 
OF KHOLESVARA, SAKA IISO 

The epijiraph, as stated above, wis first brought to fight by 0,H, 
Khare published it with a Marathi introductiooaod a free rendering 
in the Spurces of she mediaeval hiitory of The Deccan (Marathi), 
Vol. I, pp. 5S'(5S. The Marathi portion of the inscription was re* 
edited by M. G. Dikshit first in the Bharata inhdsa SaMsdhafta 
Ma^4(3ta Quarterly, Voh XXX, Parts 1-2, Suppl., p 5. and later in the 
Marathi SamsSdhana Patrika. Vol. TX, Part I, pp. 23-30. It has been 
recently dealt with in detail by S.G. Tulpule in his Practna Marathi 
ksrJvti likhaj No. 23^ pp. 118-23, ft is edited here anew from a 
fresh esrampage which I owe to the kindness of M.G. Dikshit; 

The stone-stab hearing this record rests at present against a 
wall ip the garden of Bspsilal Warwadi owtside the village of Ambe 
in the Mominahad Taluk of the Bhtr District, Maharashlra State. 
But ss Indicated by the inscripiJon itself, the slab must have 
originally belonged to the Sakalgjvara temple which is situated 
about two miles to the porth-west of Ambe, According to Khare's 
information, it was brought to its present place by an English army 
olHcer. The inscription covers a space measuring 3'9' a 2'6'. There 
are altogether forty-seven lines of writing. As the upper portion of the 
slab on the right side is broken away, the concluding portion of the 
first twelve fines is lost, the number of the okjaras thus lost in each 
line varying from 12 to 2 in a diminishing order. But this loss is not 
irretrievable as the missing letters can be restored with the help of the 
Ydgeivar! temple inscription, also found at the same place. Each liuo 
contains forty-seven to Efty-seven ak^arai eacept ifae last one which 
has only twenty-Eve letters. Each akiara covers a space of about 
I' broad and high. Even though a few letters here and there have 
become illegible owing to the inscription having been exposed to the

The laagutge of the inscription is Samkrit except for Hnes 35*41 
and 46-47 which are in what the author styles as Mahara^fta^bhis^it^

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stanzas, which arc composed m a vanely of moires, are beautiful 
and, from a Ittorary standpoint, arc of a considerably high standard. 
There are akogether twcniy-scvcn verses. Trie first tweaty^threc 
stanzas, which are in the nature of a pfaiasri, are not numbered, 
while the remaining four verses following the Marathi portion are 
numbered independently,^ 

As regards orthography, the following points may be noted. 
Both Jlhvomtiliya {/ 1 ) and tipadfintuniyj {12} are sparingly emplo'yed. 
The consonanl foJlowlog r is sometimes duplicated, e, g,, sarppa'*, 
t 1, ®Airf<r®, / 3, 16 • but this rule is more often violated 

than followed, e.g., gurjare and jarjaratvam, t 4, ‘rriivo® and ’’rguaa*, 
i d. The subscribed th is tormed like ch. An anutvSra is invariably 
employed in place of final at. As noted above, there is a confusioa 
between v and b ; iu some places, b is used for v, as in bipuiatk, I 21* 
it is interesting to note that rl is never used for f, as in so many 
contemporary records. 

The Marathi portion is also important as u furnishes us with 
a specimen of pre-JnaneSvara Marathi prose. Aithough it is styled 
there is m it a good deal OJ' admijiture of Sanskrit, 
and expressjons like nciait griJ/nS daiitih and tatha Amrapurit t 35, form 
part of it. Among oiner ioterestidg features, mention may be made 
of w-endiog of masculine and neuter nominative siugular forms, as in 
desu, t36,kiimMu, ii i9 and 40, saku, / 45, etc,* luteresting from 
lexicographical point of view are the words like bait a, suihka 

and komata which are cither borrowed or adapted from itauarese.® 

Line 45 gives the date as ^ka fldtJ (in figures only), the cyclic 
year being Sarvadhttrin. No omcr details are given. But the date is 
regular as the cyclic year Saivadnarin actually fell in expired Saka 
lioO (1151 current), corresponding to A.D, 1224*29,* The inscription 
refers itseif to the time of ihc great Vadava king Sihghat)a and 
bis general Khole^vara. The object of the epigraph it to record certain 
grants made by Khole^vara in favour of the god Sakale^vara.

The LDscriptioQ opens with a benedictory stnuza invoking the 
blessings of the elcpham-beaded god, j. e., {Oait^lia), The nezt 
two verses eaumerate |he more imporiani military expJoits of the 
reigamg Ytdava king Singhaoa 2-3), Then follows a detailed 
dsacripcioD of the personal qnaliLiei and mitiiary achievements of his 
general fChol^vara. This description is partly in verse (vv. 4*23) and 
partly in prose {// 24~34)« The prose portion gives us a catalogue of the 
virudas^ assumed by Kiiole^varap givtpg us an insight into bis conquests 
and qualities of character. Lines 35-41 give an account of the various 
grants made by Khol^vara for the enjoymeat of the 

god Sikal^vara from time to time. Verses 24-26 arc of an imprecatory 
character enumerating the calamities that would befall a sinner who 
obstructed or revoked the graau. The nent verse (27) exhorts the future 
rulers of his own family as also those of other families to continue the 
grants^ Then follow b the date as specified above and the information 
about the writer and the engraver of the record {//45-47) aud some 
auspicioiis formulas. 


The iiiscription was written by out Rama^ the 
of the Records Uflice ( srlkarat^a-^pan4itti The arrangeineat for 
engraving it on the stone slab was made by one N^aikya. son of 
Saresa (Sarveia), a servant ofMedipau and Adhivauiya.* 

We are told that the whole record was first written out on a bhurjaputra 
ibkurju) and then engraved from the beginning to theeudp 

on the slab. This staiement is interesting inasmuch as it gives us 
informatinn about the mechanical processes involved in the execution 
of an inscription: first it was written out on bhurjapatra and then

Ihe eptgmph affords us a wealth of historical information about 
the Y^dava king Sigabaoa and bis generalissimo Rbole^vara which 
wo may now prQc;ed to study. Sihghai^a, we are told, had destroyed 
the multitude of all his ejaemies and bis spotless fame hid reached 
the very ends of the quarters. As regards bis specific military 
achievements, it U said that he captured in a moment the whole of 
the extensive kiogdom of Ar/una, which was very prosperous and rich 
in horses and elephants, and destroyed Dhgra, the ornament of the 
earth, caused the death of Telunga, split up the powerful Ourjara, 
drove Kesi to such a state of helplessness ibul he started plucking 
out his hair, oampelled the Hosata (HdysaJa) kirig, together with bis 
retinue, to lake shelter in the water of a pool, drove the Cddi to the sea, 
caused the death of Subhata on the biUte-lleld, repnlsed the Gauda 
in a play as it were and drove away the Turu^ka to the quarters 
tvv. 2-3). These two sianaas eulogising ihe conquests of SihghaQa are 
reproduced verbatim in insciiptions 1 and 111 edited in these pages.* 

That Arjuaa was defeated by Sihgbaqa Ja known to us from 
several Ygdava records.* Fleet was inclined to identify king Arjuaa

He overCflTne the 
cbronofogfcfil IccoDgruity ihaf ibe Vagbela ArjunaiJlSva ascended the 
throne after the reign of Sihghai^i hid come to on end by a&smniiig that 
the former mfght have held commaTid under his father Ylfaladiva 
CA, D* 1243-44 to 1261-62) and so have beea a contemporary of 
Sinehaija.i It, BhandarVarp on the other hand^ regarded him as 
identfcai with ArlunavarmadSvfthe Pafamsrt king of MHava** The 
present in script ion settles this point beyond doubt as ft associates 
Arjuna mfth Dhara, the Paramara capita^ which fs said to have been 
stormed by SiAeHiiji, The Uddari stone mserrptioa also descHhes 
Sihghaoa as a iion in curbma the pride of the rutting elephant, 
that if* Arjnna. the king of Mslava ® That Singhaj^a lei^ the 
king of DhSrh is also averred by HSmirdi.^ 

The stHtemenf that Sihghsna killed Subhata in the battlefield 
is ifrporrant inasmuch as this exploit is not known from any other 
aouroe so far. This prince may be essily idenilfied with the Param^ra 
ruler Snhba|nvarinan, father of Arjunavantian. It is interastinR to 
note in this connection that in the Mungoli Inscripiionp* Singhana's 
father Jaitugj* is credited with defeating, among others* the king of 
Mfflsvn* who could he none else than Siibhatavarnian^ ft is quite 
likely, therefore* that Sihghana may have accompalned his father on 
his M^ava expedition or that the latter may h»vc entruited the 
Milava campaign to his able son Sihghaija^ We have no means to 
judge the veracity of the cfaim that Subhatavarman met his doom at 
the hands of Sifighai?a. 

The Telufiga (Andhra) contemporary of Sihghapa was undoubtedly 
the Kikatlya king G^papatid£va (A.D. 1198-99 to 1261-62)* Like our

doubffuh therefore^ if Sm^hapa aotuallv killed the contemporary 
Kflkatm fcin^E whoin he had himielT released and relrtsfafed on hii 
ancestral throne* Tt Is p'^obible* however^ th^t he parifdpatcd in the 
battle in which his f'tther Jairuni had had fcHled Ganspatra tincle 
Rtidfa" or his father MahffdSva,* In view of more than one king laying 
claim to the same Bchievement ft Is equally likely that Sihghapa and 
MabadSva Inherited this title froni JaltaRt. 

Sifitharia sent a number of expeditions neafn^t Giiiafat and LSta. 
and* hut for the last one, all of them were crowned with hrilliant success. 
In one of these expeditions aimed acalnsf LS^a, the CsharnSna nilint 
chief fSptfiha'^ and his brother SindhurEfa breathed their fast and the 
letter's son Safigrlmasirhha. nBo known as ^ankhn, taken prisoner 
hut later released by Sin^hana, as we learn frorn the Gtiiarat chronicles.* 
The death of the Lff|a chief Siiiiha'' in the battlefield Is also referred to 
in the present Inteription (f/. 30-30 * Op another occasion, ^ankha 
besought the help of Singhaija In recoverine Cambay which VJradha* 
vala, son of LavapaprarIda^ had forcibly occupied, Siu]iiltapeous)y» 
the Paramfra king Devap^la also marched apainsf Gujarat to 
help his Clhamatia feudalorv In regaining Cambay. The Yhdava 
forces crossed the Tapti and the people were panicky.^ LavanaprasMa^

through a clever strategetn which split up the members of the confe¬ 
deracy and entered irto an alliance wHh Sihghana. as we learn from 
the Lekha-pnddhati.^ As we shall presemly see, the defeat of Deva- 
pffla is also mentioned in our record* On both these occasions, the 
TSdava force* seem to have been led by the Brffhtnapa general 
Kh 151 e 4vara* On yet another occasion, however, the Ylfdava forces, 
led by KhQlgSvara’s son RSma. were routed by the Y^gheia chief 
vlsatadsva. a fact admitted by the Yadavas themselves * 

King KESt. with whom Singhana came Into conflict, has not been 
satisfactorily identified so far. In all probability, he is identical with 
Jayake^in ITT. the Kadfimba king of Goa, who ruled from A D. IIS7-RS 
to T21? or 1217.* fn his war with JayakSiin, Singhsija seems to have 
received valnable help from his feudatory CandradEva who is known 
to have been flourishing in A. D. 1250. In the Tasgaon plates of 
Yadava Krsija, dated <^ska 1172 fA. D, !250), he i* said to have 
addressed the enemies of the YBdavas variously. He addressed 
Jayakeiin as follows: “O Lord, if you are JayaktSin, the king of the 
sea, then drive the group of horses,”* 

The Hoysala antagonist of Singhapa was BallSla II. Shortly after 
his accession, Sifighapti concentrated his attention on preparing to 
avenge the disastrous defeat inflicted by the Hoysala king Ballala on 
Bhillama Via the baiile of Somitir, By a series of expeditions Sihghspa 
brought a large portion of the HoysaJa kiogdcm comprising Bellary, 

Ansntapur, Chitaldrug and SMmoga districts under his control, and it 

continued to be governed by the Yadavas throushout the thirteenth 
century as indicated by a large number of YSdava ioscriptions found 
there,*

In tbe presom state of our knowredge. however, therein 
nothing to subjtaattate the clafni of Smghapa to have won a vcforv 
over any of the Ccia king*. 

Hfs cTafin fo success against the Gaada king and the MusHom does 
not fare batter. According to the Patna inscription, a lesser general of 
SiAghapa bad defeated a Muslim ruler.* As suggested by Altekar,* 
it is not unlikely that in the course of bis expeditions in Gujarat and 

Malwa, Sihghapa may have been involved in some border skirmishes 
With thr Muslims, 

We may now pass on to the information supplied bv our 
inscription abotit SirtghapVs general (salnyadhlpatf) Kbolefvara' also 
called K hi Beia, (v. 15) and Kh Bite dev a fv, 9), and styled ‘king’, kjmB- 
patl fvv. 4, 8>. The inscription supplies details about his descent 
both on bis mother’s and father’s side, Oa his father’s side the descent 
rs traced to the sage Mudgala who was ever engrossed in meditating 
on Lord fiiva. On the mother's side the descent is derived from the 
sage Ka^yapa, In other words, Mudgala was his own ggtra while 
the gar™ of his mother's family was KSsyapa. The descent on both 
the sides may be given to a tabular form as follows :

RMOLEdVARA 


Only vague praise is bestowed upon KbBlgivara'a ancestori 
The only interesting details that cap be gleaned about them are as

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fctUows : Bhaideva is said to have performed some sacrifices {v. 6). 
SvRinfdeva was a patron of scholars (v. 61. We are told that itc 
wbolc of the agrahsrA^ of Umbarapaiittita was sanctified by the birth 
of Trivjkrania (v. 8>. This shows that Umbarapsfiktika was probably 
the home tewn of Khocivara. 

Next, as regards his mother's descent. GOvinda is said to be the 
foremost among pood kings (^ka^y^l^a•4^h!ibhuJ, v, 1IJ, Vasiideva was 
always absorbed in worshippiag VSsudeva, f.e , he was a Vaisitava 
( V. 12 ). Nimbadeva is described as a vorltabis whh-fdLfilUng tree 
to the supplicants and a lion to the elephants that were his enemies 
(V. 13). 

Although Nimbadeva is described as verily the moon to (he water- 
lilies that were the Brlhmanas (v. 13), the very tone of the description 
leaves no room for doubt that ICbolesvara s mother hailed from a 
ruling family. As we have already seen, Gbvinda is clearly described 
as a king ib'iabhuj). On the other hand, KhOles vara's ancestors do 
not seem to have had any pretension to royal power; none of them 
had either a regal title or a military achievement to his credit. They 
look pride in performiog Vedic saerilices and enjoying agrahOras. 
K.b0]6svara was probably the first membir of the family lo exchange 
the hereditary priestly profession for a military career, and by dint 
of hi* own ability, he attaiaed the status of a great general and a 
a feudatory chief. 

KhdiEivara is naturally described in most glowing terms. Thus, 
he is said to have been in abode of faiao, an adoraaieDt of iha 
uDivera«t of sharp, pare iottllcct, an ocean of aectar th4t is gcntiliiyp a 
treasure of virtiaeSp terriblt in fierce war, sacredeess incarnate, risen lo 
a high position by his prowess, endowed with unrivalled valour, fore* 
most among those whose speech was purified by a sense of propriety! 
character and discreilon, auothcr Visv^mitra as it were, capable to 
create another set of ihc three worlds, equal to Agastya in drinking 
the ocean, rii,, all his enemies, successful allround, of haudsoiue 
forfflp rcapected througlvoul the world, so ou and so forth (vv^ 4, 

Besides this general descriptiom we also get glimpses of the 
brilliant milHary career of IChoi^ivaLra, The Gurjaras, it is aaid* 
were destroyed by him with bis fierce sword on the other bank of

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the river Mclcala-kanyaks (Nariaada) and wercjiill crying cogetter 
with the gobims or jackals (ph^r^va). who had had evidently come

The Yegesvari Temple ioscriptioa aUo contains this statement in 
somewhat different words: Having split up ibe Gnrjaras and cut off 
the head of the lord of Bhrgoktccha, KhStesvaira planted a column of 
Victory ID the sea fv. 36), Sihaiji is undoubtedly identtcal with the 
Cahamana chief Sitfaha who was ruling over Lata (central und southern 
Gujarat) with Bhrgukaccha (modem Broach) as bis headquarteis. 
According to some schoiars, he is probably identical with Sahajapala 
as wellaswuh the unnamed king of Lata mentioned in the l^nsomo- 
yiia^a and the Klrti-kaumudi ( VI. 57 >.> Although Simha is not 
memioneti by name in the Vanirtta-vtlasa and the Kirtl-kaumudi, the 
Hammlfa-mada-mQTdaaa informs us that he was a king of Lata ’xhe 
last-named play further tell, us that when Simba's kingdom was invaded 
by the Yidava army his Milava ally (the Paramara king DBvapala) 
deserted him and. consequently, he was forced to seek the help of 
ViradhavaJa, son of Lavaijaprasada. the dc facto ruler of the Caulukya 
kingdom dunog the reign of flhima II, The /fni«i«rrfl.mm/o.njnrdofM 
IS reticent about the subsequent fate of Simha; but the evidence of 
our inscription enables us to conclude that Vitadhavala probably 
did not come to the rescue of Simha who had proved his frieudahip 
to be untrustworthy by allowing his relations with the neighbouriur 
power*, rtr., the Paramaras and the Caulutyas. to be determined 
by sheer opportunism, and that he lost his life in this eocoontcr 
ith fhe^Yadavas. We Jearn from the MaamXra^mado-murdana that 
Simha s brother Sindhurdja also lost his life at the hands of tbc Yadavas 
and that his (Sindhoraja’s) son ^ahkha was imprisoaed.a The Yidava 
forces on this occasion were evidently led by Kholesvara who, beiciM 
a resident of Vidarbha, was thoroughly acquainted with the terrain. 

A.K.Majumdar identifies the Yhdava adversary of Simha with

A, S. Altekar held Ehe view that the defeat and death of Slihha 
took pbee in c. A.D. 1112^ or 1223** Bat the avaiUble evidence merely 
Indicates thit th^ event musi have taken place soTnetiine before A.D. 
122S^ the date of the present inscription. This is in full conformity 
with ihe evidence furnished by the Hammlra-mada-mardanaf the only 
work bearing on this ciueition, which was composed sometime 
between A 1220 and L22Q. How long before ibis date the 

event took place emnot be deterrain^d iii the present state of our 
know ledge I 

In verse 22 Khbleivara ii styled as the descroyer of the king 
of Bbanibh^girip while a nrada in line describes him as the forest- 
dre for sctijog ^iblu^e the lamtiy of the Abhlra king L^iksmldevat 
the lord of Bhambhagiri. Verse 35 of the next inscription also refers 
to the destruction by Khoie&vdra of the lord of Bhambhadri. He h 
cvtdenLly the sume as Lik^Enldhara^ the ^lioo of RambbagirL^^ who> 
according to H^mldrh was killed by Sihgba^a.^ Tiie Uddari stone 
inEcription* and the Fuiihan^ and Puru^ottamaputi* plates of R^ma- 
candra also rerer to this feat which howevcTp auributed to Siiighat>a. 
G. Khare suggested the identilkation of Bhambb^giri with the 
Village of Bhambhorl in the Abmadnagar District or Raja's Bh^m 
near YeoiiiiiL^ Mirashii on the oiher hanj^ proposed to ideDtify it 
with the hill near a ruined old towa called Bhlmsr^ four mile$ to the 
&ouLh of N^iE-impur in tbe Pimpatner taluka of the West Kbandcsb 
District* it tics at the foot of a great fortiGcd bill litteTed with many 
ruined gateways^ gateSj towers and also some old caves tocalky known as

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'Rajahs ho uses V The latier view appears to be more probable^ NoWp 
as we have seen abovCp Htmadri, the Uddari storie iosoriptioa aad ihc 
Paitbanaod Purufuttaraapuri plates ascribe this achievcoacai to Singhana^ 
whereas our toecriplioo credits Kholf^vara with this exploit* It is 
obvioiiSp therefore, that the line of Laksmldeva was actuary destroyed 
by Kholeivara ott behalf of his ovetlord Smghai^a, 

In line 27 KhoJ^vara is styled as the mister of the kingdom of 
Bhojad^i^ap the Fa rami ra ting of C^bamda, while the next insuriptioo 
{verse 30) avers that the angered Bhdjadeva, king of Csmhnda, who 
had muitered fotjr-fold forces,, was conquered hy Kh^l^vam in the 
batt]e^£etd.' As suggested by KharCj® Cabariula (or Cffmbada), tbe 
headquarters of ParamSra Bhojadeva, miy be Chnuda, the prLnclpaL 
town of the dbtdct of that tiiine ia the Vidirbht Divisioo of 
Maharashtra. In the colophon of a miuuscript of the Ca'npu* 
R^mQyarta it is said to have been composed by one Bh5ja» king of 
Vidarbba, Whether the two Bhbjas were identical cannot be deter¬ 
mined, At least there is nothing to suggest that Bhdja, the author 
of the Compn-lf^ofay^rRfip was a Paramlra king* As the mam 
Paramara kingdom of Malwa was^ at this tiinc^ ruled over by DevapaU, 
and not by the illustrious Bhdja, Kharc h inclined to hold that Bhbja 
of our in script! 00 » like Paramlra, was a faruilyj not personal, name 
of the king and that Bboja of Chanda had nothing to do with the 
Paramlra dynasty/ But this goes squarely agaiusi the evidence of 
the present inscription which clearly states that Bhojadeva hailed from 
the Paramara Hue. There Is also no doubi that Bhojadeva in this case 
was a persooal, not family^ name. It h Interesting to note tn this 
connection Chat a stone mscription in the Bhadraniga temple at 
Bhandak, 16 miles norih-west of Chanda, records ihc insiBllatton of an 
image of NSga NarSya^a and the repairs to the temple in Saka 130S by 
a Paramlra/ This shows that a branch of the Paramsra dynasly ruled 
in this region. It is not unlikely that Bhoja of our jnscription belonged 
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to thi« dynajty. The Paramjra rule Id this regioo ^fas thus brought 
to an end, oral least temporarily eclipsed, by Siftghaija’a geueral 
Kholesvara. 

In Ijfits 27-8 K-holeSvara is described as the very souihern wind for 
subdaiag the haughlioes* of the army of Hem&di, of BStjakhetl. 
Now, two kings bearing the name HSmidri are known to us, v/r,, 
(i) Hemadidevn of tlie Nikumbba family known from the undated 
inscription as ruling in the Chalisgaon region of Khandesh,^ and (i‘) 
HemadTideva ruling at Tekkali (modern Barsi-Takli, Akola District) 
in ^ka 1098 (A, D- 1176)-* Of these two chiefs of the name Hfmadri, 
the £rst was evidently a coDttmporary of and owed allegiance to Singh- 
ana, for he is styled as "a lion to the elephants that were the enemies 
of the illQsirious Sifighai>ad«va;« Khare has. therefore, indicated the 
possibility that this Hemadri may have at first risen in rebellion against 
Sihghai>a early in the latter's reign but was defeated and compelled 
to acknowledge the su£«mia[y of the Vfidava king by Kholcdvaw.* 
There is nothing Loherentiy iiEprobablc in this suggestion, 

Mirashi, however, ideniiSts our HemSdri with the neoildrideva 
known from the Barsi-Takli inscription of i^akn 1098,® He prefers 
to read Par^iakhitiya jo place of BSiifakhetJya^ and depending on 
HemSdri’s statement that the Yfidava king Mallggi took a town named 
Parr^akbe(a from bis enemies and, while residing there, carried away by 
force tbc elephant force of the Utkala king, bolds that Parpakheu 
captured by Mallugi and the place of that name where Hembdri, ssid 
10 have been defeated by Khdlesvara, was ruling must have been 
situated somewhere to the east of Kbandesh, possibly in Vldarbha, 
and proposes to identify it with Patkhed, shout font miles to the 
south-west of Barsi-Takli, He reconstruct* the course of events as 
as follows : Mallugi defeated the father or some elderly relaiive of 
HemSdrl of the Barsi-Takli lascrlptioo: while he was a mere boy, 
Hemsdri vanquished Rajula, son of Mallugi, who was advancing on 
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TctIcaU with a hr%t armjf : finally KH^lg^vata defeated him eiflj iu 
th« reign of SinghsTia.i There are, fipwever, two main diiScuUfca 
which come in the of accepting Mirashi's view. Firstly, the 

reading of the place-name in our inscrfprton is clearly BS^alchStlT 
and not Parntikhsn as sugge?fcd hv Mlrfistil** Thui the 'I'ery basis of 
ifie supposed connection between the capture of Parnakheta by 
Mallugi and the defeat of Femadrl at the bands of KhDlMvara 
disappears. The other stiimhtmg block is the chronolofscal 
consideration. Tn the Bflrsi*Tak1i in script ion, Hemidrt js safd to have 
vanquished Raiulfl^ son of Mllugt. Even if this Mslusi h regarded 
n% identical wtrh the Yadava ktng Mallugi, as held by Mirashi* 
l! maybe reasonably assumed that hi^ son Hajnla must have attacked 
HemSdri as his father^s general. Now* the reign of Mallugi came 
to an end about A D. ll(Sf)*^ while Singhapa* whose general KbOlS^vara 
is said to have defeated HgmSdip ascended the throne in A* D. 1210^ 
Thus, there is an Interval of about llftv veara between the end of 
Mnlltigi^ reism and the commcncemcnt ot"SinghsnaX in other words 
between Hemadrt's victory over E^jula and his own iiippoised defeat 
at the hands of KhOlosvara, Even otherwise, there is a gap of thirty- 
four years betheen the only known date of HDmldri of the Birsi- 
Takli inscription and the eirliett known date of Sihghepa. Thus the 
whole reconstruction appears a priori improbable.* 

Kbol^vara is said to have put R^mapsta to Bight (1 28), 
The name of the country ruled over by RimapSla was given in the 
present inscription, but it has now become quite illegible. Howeverp 
in the neict inscription^ which describes him as a very death to his 
foes* he is said to have been a king of VgrUnf'Sl (v^ 32)* From the 
manner of bis description he appears to have been a powerful ruler. 
Re is evidently identical with the KaH-pafi (Lord of Kail) who^ 
according to the Patna inicriptionp was defeated by Sirtgbau^^^ No 
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chief of ihis pamc rtiling over VSrttijasi In the time of Sihghatji i* 
known From any other source. No doubt the Psia king Ramapala had 
once ruled over YSrSijasl, but he was dead some eighty years prior 
to Singhapa's accession. Moreover, VSrSnasi was at this time, 
under Muslim ruters. It wai, tbercFore, suggested by Aitekar that 
after VBrsnasl was occupied by the Musliins, the scions of tbe Hiodu 
family ruling there might have escaped to Madhya Pradesh and carved 
out small principalities for themselves. They might have styled 
[hemselves as lords of VsrSnasl' and occasionally come into conflict 
with Sihahaua. Tht praiasrfkarti may have given the uamo of this 
chief as RSmapSla as be was aware of the rule of Ramaplla at 
Vartnasl at one time,* While this explsnaiion fails to carry conviction, 
no other conjecture on tbe question need be hazarded and the question 
must be left open for the present. 

In line 29 Kh&Iedvara is compared to RSma in storming LafikS 
that was the inaccessible fort of Toragala, This esploit of KhSleivara 
is also mentioned in tbe next inscription (v. 34) where tbe name of 
the fort is spelt as Toragaila which, we ate told, had become 
unassailable even to arrogant rulers but was reduced by Khblesvara 
in no time. In view of the fact that the fort at Torgal, near Kolhapur, 
retained Us importance even during the period of Muslim rule, its 
capture was indeed a great achievement of which a seBsoned general 
could jufiiifi^bly be proud, 

KhBlesvara is further described as a very hatchet to cut off the 
root that was the head of the powerful Nlgaija {I 30). Verse 33 of tbe 
following record also states that Kb5!6svara siruck off NSgaijS s bead 
in battle. This chief is not known from any other source. 

Khdieivara is also compared to an eagle i^ainatiya) in dwtroyiag 
the miiltiludc of snakes, namely the confederacy of VavannadsU (I 29). 
Wc kauw nothing about V&vana.jd^a* 

Kholeivara also claims some success against the king of Kalinga 
(127), Bui as the reading of the relevant portion of the inscripiion 
is rather uncertain, the nature of this exploit canunt be determiaed. 
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As shill see presently, KhSleSvara probably led a cimpaigti against 
Kosala or Chhattisgarb region, h is not ualikely that in the course of 
this campaign he may ha ve erme into conflict with the Cahgas of 
Kalifiga^ Sihghao^'s Eastern Gahga contemporaries were RSjarSja III, 
Aaahgabhfma IIT and Nirasimha M 

A virtida in line 31 describes Kh^lgSvara as a very storrn in 
destroying the forest that was the haughtiness oFDgvapIlat the powerful 
king of DhifS, This Devspala is undoubtedly the same as the Paramira 
king of That name who succeeded ArjuuBvarman about 1217 A. D, 
Obviously! the traditional hostility between the ParainSTas and the 
Y^davas continued in his reign. With the death of Arjufiavarmaa^ the 
Paramira power was broken and all has successors were weak; It is 
qutte likely that Kb^ilE^vara won an easy victory over Devapala* It is 
likely that as a result of his defeat DcvapSla lost the Nimad region to 
Sihghans. This Is snggesied by the disco very of a hoprd of twerity- 
foiir coins of Singhana in the village Kotha of the Hargud Tehiil, 
East Nimad District, Madhya Pradesh.® As we have already secDi 
on another occasion the Caham^na chief Sahkha induced Sihghana and 
Devapala io make a common cause ajiafnst Lavaijaprasadai The allied 
forces advanced causing great consternation among the people of 
Gujarat. But Lavai^aprasada saved ibc situatioo by employing spies who 
created dissension between DBvapala and Singbai}^- A treaty of peace 
was concluded between Sihghai^a and Ltvanaprasida about A. D- 1231, 
It is possible that being angered over the apparent deceit of Devaplla^ 
Sihghaija may have attacked and defeiited him. On this occasion 
the YSdava forces were led by Kholcivara, as wc learn from the 
present ioscriptioi]. 

Khol^vara is styled as a great VaiUhs (Boar incarnation) in 
lift! g up the earth and rescuing the army of a southern king who 
was submerged in the ocean of the armies of iho Ratfi king Karuvema 
{1 33>i Depending on the analogy of the name Annavema, Khare 
opines that Karuvema must have been one of the Cbia kings of 
But it is difficult to accept this suggestioo in view of the 
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facl that Karuvenaa is said to have been a Ratfi chief, while Annavcnia 
and others of his family are never called Rat(a, Unfortunately, no 
king named Karuvcma is known front any other source. Bui two 
Rat^a lines are known to have been ruling in the Belgaum District of 
Mysore. One of them ruled from Saundntti and the other ruled 
over the Kuii4i country with VeQugrSma (Modern Delgaum) as its 
capital, KSrttavirya IV, the Ra(ia chief of VetjugtSma, is known to 
have submitted to Sihghatia-i The last known member of this family 
was Laksmldeva II and his latest known date is A.D. 1228. Shortly 
afterwards, the Rana family was dispossessed of its kingdom which 
was placed under the ebarge of Sifighaija’s victorious general Bicana.* 
Rat^apati Koruvema appears to have belonged to this family. It is 
also not impossible that Karuvcma was a nictename of either 
KilJttavjrya IV or Lak^mlddvn 11. In the absence of dermite evidence, 
it is not possible to say anything more about the course of events 
leading to this conflict. 

The recently discovered Ardhapur stone inscription, dated ^aka 
LUl («A. D, 1190), has brought to light another line of Raltn chiefs 
ruling in the Parbhani region as feudatories of the Yadavas ® The 
inscription refers to three generations of the RaU^ chiefs and 
describes last of them, Batlala, as the ‘stabiliser of the Yiidava kings'. 
Nothing is known about the subsequent history of the family. It is not 
impossible that Karuvema of our inscription belonged to this family. 

Verse 22 seems to credit KhblSsvara with some victories in 
Malaya, Vahgn, Ncpala, Gurjara, Kosaln, HSysala, Teluhga and 
Cola countries and against Mahahammlrn also. This stanza is in the 
form of an address to women of the harems of these kingdoms and 
states that they (women) had angered KLhBiSSvara, the destroyer of 
the king of Bhambhagiri. We have already seen that Singhega's 
campaigns against MSIovb and Gujarat were led by his general KbOle^ 
vara. We have also taken note of Sihghaqa's relations with the southern 
kingdoms, nz„ Hdysala, Cdla and Tcluhga (KSkaiiya). The verse 
under coasideration indicates that Khol^vara took part in hii master's 
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si>uih&rii eKpeditioiis also. The Vaiigi eon tempo rarJea of Singhana 
were the Seaa kings Vi^varupas&na and Ke^avasena. But it doe^ not 
seem very likely that Singhti^a or bis general Kfioleiviu aciunlly came 
mto conflict with the Sena kings of Bengal. His daim to success against 
I^epila also does ool appear to rest on facts* But his claim as regards 
Kbsfkia or Chhattisgarh, however^ seemt to be based on more solid 
achicvementi. Prailpamallap the last known ECtlacuri chief of Ratanpur^ 
rukd at least up to A. D. 121B. It is possible that be or his successor 
was defeated and his kingdoiii annexed by SingbaQi* That Shigh.i;!a 
and his luccessors down to the end of the dynasty maiotaifl:;d 
their hold over Chbatlisgarh region is indicated by the discovery of 
the coins of Sihgharia in the Raigarh District of Madhya Pradesh^ 
and of tho^e of Singhaqa, Krsna» Mahadeva and Ramacandra at 
Sonepur In Orissa^* The YIdava conquest of South Kosali was 
evidently achieved by Kboldivara, 

rrom what we have sern, il would appear that the extension of 
the V^dava power in the north was almost entirely the work of 
Sihghaqa^s able general KlOk^vnra But ihe actiViEies of Kholefvota 
were not conGued to the north alone. He bad some Dchievepients 
in the south also to bis credit. As we have already seen, he subdued a 
Haifa chief of Mysore and aj^o participated in sorae other southerfl 
campaigns of Smghs^i. The capture of the fori of Torgal was also doe 
to him* la the light of these facts, the popular notion that Kh^Ieivara 
was In charge only of ihc noribetn expeditions of Singha^a must 
be substantially modiGisd^ The great encomium showered on him 
in this as well as in oiher ioscriptiens edited In these page$ is fully 
jusiificd by the glory he brotight to hts master. 

Bat Kholeivara wa$ not only a great general He distinguished 
Lim&eir equally well in peaceful pursuits of life. As the traditional 
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progeailor of hii line, <<age Mudgals. is stattd to have been absorbed 
In meditaling Lpon Siva, it may be concluded that l^aivism was 
his family religion. rnJ the erection by him of tbe temple of 
Sakaisivara (Siva) at Amrapura (mod. Ambc) is in keeping with 
this fact, As already stated above,* the pre&ent inacriptton originally 
belonged to iliis temple, its object being to register certain grams 
to the temple. But Khble^vara practised religious tokraiion. While 
^ivism was bis fatnily religion, be probahly inherited love for 
VaIsQavism from bis moiher, whose ancestor VSsadeva is said to have 
kept himself busy wofsliipping Vasudeva ( Visi)u-Kr?ga ), It was 
probably under his mother's influence that he built a lofty temple 
of the god i^ibsadhSrm at Acalapura (v. 17), modern Ebiehpur, 
Amraoti District, Maharashtra, It must be me nlioned in this cooncciiu 
ibat there is even now a temple of the god {ihriigadhara at Ellichpur, 
nnd while the temple itself is a modern construction, the image is 
undoubtedly old and most probably represents tbe one ins tailed by 
Khdlf ivaia. 

Khol^vara was a Sribmapa by birth, and though be had given up 
i3sira for ianra, be solicited the welluie of the Brahmaqas. As wc 
have already seen, biS father, Trivikmina, was bora at the ogroAdro 
village Umbarapanklika which, as will be shown below, should be 
identified with present Amraoii. In all probability, KholdSvara was 
also born at the same firahmapa village. He himself founded some 
agrahBfas. A great agrahara named Khollapura aftet himself was 
created by him on the bank of the river Payd^qi. la extent sad glory 
it is said to have resembled Hasiinllpuia (v, 18), Another extensive 
agrahsra named Vhragasj, resorted to by numerous Brahmagas, was 
founded by him in what was known as Varaddtata (v. 19). He 
had established several agrahoras, free water-sheds iprapas), free 
feeding brutes (jotri-iu) and built temples and step-^e Is (vapii) in 
Varadhiata (v, 20). Yei another ograAtlrj township, aa abode of the 
learned BrWhmagas, was founded by him ou the river Vanjarg, in 
AmrndilSa (v, 21). 

KbolAsvara was excessively fond of nrudor or (ities. Line 25 
tells us that he had acquired by the prowess of bit own arms a 
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mulEitude of ylrudns^ and lines 25-33 give us what is caHtd a Firing 
ofoames or regal litles Much of the hisiorlcaL 

information discussed above is affoided by them. 

K holes vara seems lo have been lfiDd*bearted and endowed with 
a high moral character. While be was the very staff of Yaraa iu 
piinishiog the circle of bit foes, be w^s ^Iso a preceptor la the art 
of rcidstatJDg kings who had hcen dispossessed of their kingdoms, 
gave shelter to those afraid of their enemies and treated young women 
of oibers as his own sisters (// 25-26), 

Next, as regards the Localities mentioned in our inscripLioD. As 
stated above* Aoalapura^ where Kbd lei vara erected u temple of 
S^thgadharm, is identical with modern ElUcbpur in the Amraott 
DistriCL It is referred to under the name Acalapura in &ome early 
inscriptions^ The Xhollaphra agrahUra founded by Kbollad^va and 
named after himself is modern Kholapur^ 16 miles west of Amraoti* 
The Vlriu^sl agrahuru may he identified with modern Banirsi^ a 
small village a little 10 the north-west of AmraotL It b interesting to 
noie ia this connection that the surname Ban^ras$ is quite common in 
this part of Maharashtra. It is quite likely that the surname originated 
from this agrshiira vinage. Umbarupariktika, the native place of 
Kbdle^vara* has not been satisfactorily identified so far. lu view 
of the fact that all the three places in this region which were the vennes 
of Kbol^varii^s pious activities are situated in the present Amraoti 
District^ it may be suggested that Umbarapahkiika is the same as the 
chief town of the dbtrict.^ The name is still popularly pronounced 
as Umaravatt. Ihe place is referred to by the name Umbaiavatl 
in the O^vitidaprubhu^carlira^ a MahanubhUva work of the 13th century 
A.D.* The river Payogql^ on whose bank Khollapura was situated, 
is modern Fnrsa and Kholapur is on its eastern bank. Varaditata^ 
which wlineSEcd the pioui works of JCholCi^vara* is Berar^ Yaradltata 
being the prototype of the name Etcrari as poialed out by Khare.^ 


1. UdumbanmintL, meni Limned in ihi ulatt*. cf KtfUA U 
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Amrapura (/ 36), iht headquarters of Khoieivara, is Ambe, the fiadspot 
of tbc iDscriprions edited here. But Amrapura is not the origiria} 
form of the name. It it mentioned as AmVE in the Ambe inscription 
ofUdaySdityap dated A.D, 11But even this does not seem to 
' represent the original form of the name. Both these appear to be 
Saaskritised forms of the ori|ina] name. Amrapura appears to be the 
Sanskritiscd form of AmbS or Ambe, Sarskrit and Marathi 3mba 
or being synoTiymous (—mango). The name Ambi is found in 
the Marathi portion of the present record itself (I 39). It is mentioned 
as Ambe (Kh^lanl^yak^ce Ambi) in the MahinubhaVa work DlSearttFn^ 
composed in c. &fca 1200.* Thus the original neme of the place was 
Amba or Ambe. Amrapura btbg merely an attempt at Sanskrit is at ion. 
It is also supforred by the use of AmbedSsu (I 36) and AmradEia 
(// 2t^ 35) Di synonyms. These two names evidently denote the region 
round Ambe Jogai^ The rivet Vaitjarl on which an agrah^ira created 
by Kbolesvara was situated is I be present Man jars. The village 
Lagbu-BSOcI has been identihed with one of the villages called Haochi 
in the neighbourhood of Ambe One of these is situated t9 miles 
west by south from Ambe between Ambe and Kalamb ; tbe other 
Baoebi issiiuaLedl6 miles to the south of Ambe between Ambe and 
Latuf. As pointed out by M. Diksbitp^ the latter village leems to 
be intended. The adjective laghu was added to the name of the 
village to indicate its smaller esttenl as compared to the other Baochi 
which may have been known as B^ad-Baucf. The practice of prefixing 
brbaf and tagbu to place names is notcworlhy.^ Kejadi^a ii the 
country round present Kejt 22 miles to the west of Ambe. Ausadeia 
denoted the region round Ausap 34 miles to the south of Ambe. 
Udagiri has been identified with Udgir^ the hendquarters of the Udgir 
Taluk, Oosmanabad District, at a distance of 52 miles from Ambe. 
S^ya may be the same as Sai situated at a distance of about 2| miles 
from Lagbn BaficL iavahgava h modern Javalagamva, 7| miles south* 
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eatt oF AfTibe the MoTninsbEid Telyk^ Bbif Df^trfct. Cl^tusfi in the 
same as the viHaiEt Chat* 53 miles tft rhe scurh of Amhe, Atja&a is the 
modern vilfaic of Adas to the west of xAmte Bilvafili, Eahst^varn^fl 
and Sail viva cannot be ideal i&ed.^ 

Fioally, it myst be pointed out that a perusal of the list of 
localities mentioned in the present insoription will reveal that they 
were situated in two diiEtinct regions ' Amri^oti District of Vidarbha 
and the Bhir nnd Oosmanabad DIsiricts of the Mamthwada Division 
of Mahsrashtra- The asme may be said about the localNtes referred 
to In the nest inscription. As stated earlier/ Trivikrama and probably 
his son KhoH^vara were bom at AmraotL The ne^tf epigraph contains 
a hyperbolic description of Amrapura^ modern AmbCp which is said to 
have been KholcSvara^s headquarters. The closeness of fChoI^vara^s 
assoclatfon with Ambe is indicated by the descripiibn of Ambc 
as KKolan^yaki^s m th^ LM^caritra, Ft would thus follow ihat 
Khdieivara was a native of Vidatbha but afEcrwards mig^aied 
to Marathwada when he was appointed a general and provincial 
governor with Ambe as the seat of his adminfsiration* by his Yidava 
overlord, a^ it was more centrally situated.®

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THE YOGE^VARl TEMPLE INSCRIPTION 
OF KHOLESVARA 


This inscriptton was first naticed by Janjes Rtirg«ss wbt> found 
It covered with whitewash and otherwise damai^ed ao that parts of 
it had become illcgibe-^ It was first published with aa iolroductory 
note aad free rendering fn Marathi, but witbout facsimite, by G. H. 
Khare.* In view of its historical value it is edited here afresh from 
estsmpeges hindly made available bv M, O- Dikshit. The inscribed 
slab is bui’t into the westera wall of a structure known as Chaubbara 
at Ambe. The slab measures i'S'high by 2'2J* broad. There are 
altogether forty-one lines of writing, each line comprising between fifty 
end sixty letters. The average size of Individual letters is about 
broad by high. Reing exposed to the inclement weather for over 
seven centuries, some akfaras have become illegible. On the whole, 
however, the inscription is fairly well-preserved. 

The characters belong to the NSgart alphabet of the thirteenth 
century A, D, As regards palaeographical features, most of the 
observations trade in connection with the preceding record are equally 
applicable in ihe present case also. The following additional remarks 
may, however, be made. The letters are not so neatly formed as in the 
previous iuscription, probably because the scribe was not quire efficient 
in his work. The pfffkaiaaifat are employed throughout, the solitary 
exception in a long record of forty-one tines being cakri at the end of 
i 25. The medial a normally takes the form of a veitical stroke to 
the right of the letter in question, but in one case (prapta^^ I 5) & 
top^stroke is employed for the same purpose. As a rule, the medial 
u is added at the bottom of a letter, but in one place (fflfryu°, 1. it 
is in the form of a side-stroke (-i) attached in the middle of

left limb, there being no esampte of t with a cross-bar as in the 
preceding recordi 

Except for the concluding words referring to the engraving of 
the record which are in Marathi, the whole inscription is in Sanskrit, 
and but for the initial salutation to the god Vighnarflja (Gacapati), 
the words apt ca in I 25 and jtiih vahunO in f 27 and the coacludiag 
portion giving the names of tbe writer and tbe engraver, the 
whole epigraph is In verses composed in various metres. There are 
altogether fo rtf-two stanza a. 

As for orthography tbe following points deserve notice. At one 
place, vtz, , tftbhuvan*, f 34 f is used for ri. Sometimes » is used in 
place of ft, c- jf., lamvodara, t If*, prattvuddha'‘, t 20. and vice versa, 
as fn ^sarb^miOt t 13. Likewise, there is a confusion between j and i, 
e. g., stihhraih for iubhralk, t S, sowo® in pTace of Jorno*', t 13, 
fl is nowhere employed, and even when it is indispensable, the 
writer has avoided it at the cost of correctness, ss in iSmrga'^ in place 
of iathga', t 25, The verses are numbered. Except for the dtintfas 
at tbe end of verse-halves, verses and sentences, no punctuation mark 
is employed, Evrn when a word or part thereof has been twice engraved 
by mistake, no mark is used to cancel the redundrnt tellers as 
in ^kanyakanya,, / 24, 

The record is not dated, but as it refers to the temple of 
Sakale^vara, it must be later than tbe preceding inscription which 
records the coostruciion of and gifts to the temple. Like the previous 
record, it belongs to the time of the Yadava king Sihgluui and his 
general Khdidivara. It aims at recording the con si ruction by Khbleivara 
of a temple dedicated to the goddess Yogdvaii and the grant of the 
village Talaiql to it. 

The inscription commences with the salutation to the god 
Vigtinar3ja In a prose formula and a verse invoking the 

blessings of tbe same god (v. tj. This is followed by two stanzas 
eulogising some of the more important conquests of Singbaija {vv. 2-3). 
We are next introduced to bis general Kholeivara (v, 4) and his head¬ 
quarters, Amiapura (modern Ambc), tbe pro vena Dce of tbe inscription 
(vv, S-t2}. Verses 11’22 furnish an accouut of his descent on both the 
sides. Then fallows a detailed narrative of Khol^vara's military and 
cultural achievements (vv, 23-41). The concluding verse (42) gives

a$ icformatioii about Ihe author of the record, followed by the 
proae portion mentioning the writer nod the scribe (/ 41). 

As we have seen above,» the precediog insoripiion mentioos the 
names only of the writer and the scribe, ihe niime of the auihor being 
conspicuous by its obseacc. We arc foitanate in having the name of 
all the three functionaries id the case of the present epigraph. It 
was composed by a Bfahma^a physictaa and poet named Madhava, 
son of Bhatta DhanBsvarft of the Visouviildha g6tra* and the Taitliriya 
iakka (of the YajurrsJg). It was writiea by one Tnlocaua and engraved 
by one SCmK Prabhu. Thus, there were three stages in the preparation 
of an insciiption t composing, writing on the stone or tnetal for the 
guidance of the scribe, and engraving. 

Although the main object of the inscription is to record the 
building of and Ihe grant of a village for the temple of Yogeivart 
at Arabs, the major portion of the record constitutes a grandiloquent 
eulogy of Khoiefvara and his mister Sihgh^tld. The same is the case 
with the preceding inscripiion. The present epigraph is actually 
styled prasasti by in autb.ir (v, 4i)i 

About half the number of stanzas in this loseription are common 
to the previous epigraph.* Many of them are also found in No, 1.* 
These verses are of inesttmabk help in restoring the missing portion 
of the last ioscriptton. However, a coniparisoa of these stanzas will 
reveal that in a few cases (here are differences of isolnied words^ and 
spcIliDgs.”

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The two stanzus describing SingfaaQa's conquests and most of 
those eulogising KboJ^Hvarans achievements are also found io ihe 
SakalbSvara temple inscription and their contents have been discussed 
in conneclion with tl. They need not be repeated here. 

The present inscription mentions oniy one new military exploit 
of Khoie§varft not known from the last rcccrd, viz., that he brought a 
maddened elephant of Kalifiga origin from Cakrakofa, the ancient 
capital of the Nlgas ruling in the former Bastar State. In the absence 
of more evidence on the poim k » not possible to ascertain the nature 
of Ibis cxpioit.i 

Ao interesting feature of this iosciiption is a long^ eulogistic 
account of Amiapura, modern Ambe Jogai^ the headquarters of 
Khdie^vara (vv. S-J 5j, We are told that it was an ornament of the eartb, 
comprised many jaiiapadas and was adorned by many gardens. The town 
Was an extensive one, its beauty being enbanceo by numerous 
buildings. It was surrounded by a lofty rampart wail (prilkuro) and a 
moat {parikhiij and shone with enormous prosperity, Ji was beauiilied 
by tasicrully decorated mansions. Here were situated the temples known 
as Kedare^vara, Ambarc^vara, Magiky eivara and Sakatbivaru adorned 
with glittering gems, little iinklmg bells, tOroffas and Hags duttering 
on their tops ; they were crowded by a multitude of devotees anu 
pcmiDce'observers. There was also a sky»scrappJug temple dedicated 
to the long'betlied god ti. e., Gageia). Us crossways were incessantly 
resorted to by multitudes ol travellers fatigued by journey, The 
courtyards of houses were slightly spriaked with safron-water 
and houici beaiitjfied with decorative designs in various colours 
{rafigamSIfkSs) formed ol tows of pearls and rubies. Much of 
this description is mdeed very general and of the vui-gako type mtended 
to suggest the prosperity of the capital. The only piece of bistodca 
informatioa relates to ihc presence of the temples mentioned above. Of 
these, the construBjtoa of and grants th the Si kn lei vara temple form 
the main purpose of the last inicriptioa.

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From the tenor of its description the temple of ¥og€^ViiTl 
built by Khol^varft appears to have been an impoiing structure. 
It is said to bave resembbd the peak of ibe diviae mounUio {L e.p 
Meru), an cipressioa evidently suggestive of its great height. It was 
adorned with golden kahsas. KbOlesvarn eudov^cd the temple with 
beautiful golden ornameiits sel with a variety of precious sloneSi aod 
granted the village Talait^l to iL The goddess Yoge^vaii ia 
naturally eulogised very fervently* Thus it is said that her piaises 
were sung by iSa l^tvaj, ^afcra and other gods in wonder^in- 

spiring prose and verse^ tier auendaiit spirit is represented as 

dancing in the courtyard of the temple (vv. 38-40)^ This shows the 
great popularity ef the Mother Goddess cult at Ambe which came 
to he known as Acnhe Jogai in allusion to the goddess Ydge^varl. it 
is aoteworthy in this coanecUon (hat Ambc was a centre of tne Y5gini 
cult even prior to the time of Khdielvara. This is indicated by the 
Ambe inscriptioa of Udayadityup dated A.D. 1144^ which refers to the 
place as AmhS and states that the yujra-d<if^4^ of the Yoginis may befall 
one who might obstruct or revoke the grant made by Udayaditya/ 

Other pious ACCS of K.hi^l^vara are also recorded. Those which 
have already been referred to while dealing with the preceding epigraph 
need not be repeated here. According to the present tuscriplionj 
Kh&iwvara cstcavated a huge tank resemtjiiug a river in Dhftfaura-deia 
and constructed a temple of and enlarged a temple of VinSyaka 

As for the localities mentioned in our inscription^ Talaioi may 
be identified with the village of Taj^ni in the Bhir DistficL^ Hut 
we cannot be sure on this point as the boundaries of the donated 
village are not jneniioned. Ohiraura-^eia where Ruoicsivara got 
a tank encavatcd probably denotes the region touui □Mrdr iu the 
Bbtc District It is mentioned under the ndme Dbaradra^W^uj^^ tn the 
Dharur plates of Ra^liakltta GovJuda III, dated siaka 722,* 0[her 
localities nave already been identihod to connection with the Suk^lcsvaru 
temple inscriptiou.

THE RAMANARAYAl^A TEMPLE INSCRIPTION 
OF LAK5ML SAKA 1162 

The iDscripUop was discovered under peculiar circumstances hy 
James Burfcss^ and w<a§ first published with a photozincography an 
introductory note and an BngUsh translation by O. Bfibler.^ Later* 
H. Khare made some observationi on this mscription and suggested 
some emendations in BOhkr^s reading of the leit.® The Marathi portion 
of the inscription was re-edited with* facaimile and a few observations 
by S.G. Tulpulc.* Of the Four Yadava inscriptions at Ambe edited 
here, this is ihe only one known to most of the historians of the 
Yfidavns.® But many of the readings of Btlhler are not supported by 
the facsimile and he has left several tacuaae. The historical import 
of ibis tnsqription has also not been fully appreciated^ In view of these 
facts, it is being edited here anew from ihe excellent Impressions kindly 
placeu at my disposal by M.G. DikshiL 

The record is cut into a rectangular slab of black basalt built in 
the wall on the south side of the east porob of a sbrine now known as 
Kholeivani's Ma(ha at Ambe. Bui, as shown in the sequel, it 
actually represents the temple of RAmanatlya^a built by Lak^noi in 
memory of ber brother Remadeva* son and successor of Khoieivara. 
The slab bearing the epigraph measures 2^ high by 3^ broad. The 
in5criplioi:i consists of aitogether twenty-seven lines of writing besides 
three short lines in the lower light corner. The first twenty iines and the

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portion of verse 34 iD line 2 P have been executed neatly and dearly, 
while the remaining porlion is done negligently. The strofcei in the 
first part are neat, beauiiful and proportionate, while those fn the second 
portion arc tigiy and disproportionate. This makes the task of 
deciphering it a bit more difficult. The are commonly 

etnployrd in the first portion, but they are conspicuously absent in the 
second part. Whereas each line in the first portion contains on an 
average about 90 akfaras, that in the second portion has between 
55 and 60 letters only. In view of these facis it is probable that these 
two portions were engraved by two different persons, the second one 
being done by an unskilled mason.* 

The characters are Niigari regular for the period to which the 
inscription belongs. The pr$iftamatrits are common in the first part, 
though at many places top-strokes fulfil their function, mrgaAka- 
iriyd, 1 f 4. They are not to be found in the 

second part. There is one example of the medbl a being denoted by a 
top-stroke, vjz * °sihapgna'^ 1 7. The letter k is exactly like Its modern

The Language is Sanskrit but for the last line and the three short 
lines in the Jower right portion which are in Marathi. Except Om in 
the opening line, the whole of the Sanskrit portion is in verse, there 
being altogether forty stanzas in various metres. As regards 
orthography, the following observations may be made. The consonants

The date of the ioscription » given in Marathi in f 27 as 
KOfftika iuddha daiamJ, &ka year J J62, the cyclic year being Sartarl, 
The cyclic year ^orFflfi fell in the expired Saka year 1162. The date 
regularly corresponds to Saturday, the 27[h October, [2*;0 A.D.* 
The inscription refers itself to the reign of Sihghaqa when Laksmi, the 
daughter of KhOleSvara, was looking after the affairs of the principality

Thru follows an account of the personal excellences 
Bud exploits of Khpl^vara's son R§ma who died white fight ing a 
battle against the Gurj^ras on the other bank of the NarmadS (vv, 1<^- 
32, 38-9). Next we come face to face with KhdlESvara’s daughter, 
Laksml, who acted at regent for the unnamed son of RSma, kept 
bertelf constatidy busy with pious works like the construction of 
of temples, parks and step-welTs and buiit the temple of RffmanltriyBoa 
in Brahmapurr to serve as a memorial to Rama fvv, Three verses 

arc devoted to the praise of the prahsti (33-4, 40), Verse 37 is of an 
imprecatory character. Lastly, the Marathi portion specifies the date, 
grants, the author and the scribe {t 27 and the three short lines)- 

The epigraph, which It styled praiasti^ was composed by one 
VXgdevatabhaU*^ and inscribed on the slab by one JSiyfi, son of 
Rsm€ya^ a resident of the village NlSvarl. 

The grants made by Lak$rn1 for (be enjoyment of the god 
id^ya-bhdpa} Rimanirlyaija consisted of a village named 
BXmdhadegamvl, two (fields where fruit-trees are grown) and 
three oihmills. 

Turning to ihe historical in format ion afforded by our record, we 
find that the Yadava emptror (YDdma-eatravQrfin) S\mh 2 .^ is described 
In very vague terms altribating to him a sole long

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reign and success against hh proud, powerful efiemies. Leaving 
aside Ihe general description,* KholEivara is styled as a very eagle in 
emsfamg die pride of ihe serpents that were the Gurjaras;, a very Hon 
fo the host of the inaddened elephants that were the Mllfivas, and an 
Btt in destroying the lint of the Abhirn kings (v. E>, We have already 
discussed these achievements of Kho^esvsra at Icrglh in connection 
with an carrier inacnption.* He was probably succeeded by his son 
Rima^. also called RHmadova^ and RSmarffji/ as a commander 
(samyi^dMpatf) of Sifighana. He naturally claims the targer portion 
of the record. But bereft of all hyperbole^ the only piece of historical 
informatTOn that we get about him is that once at Ihe command of 
his master he led a campaign against ihe Gurjaras ; passing through 
many districts (vi^ayas^ he reached and crossed the Narmada and 
fought a severe battle wi^h the Gurjaras; initTally he seems to have 
achieved some sucecs^t but ultimately he lost his life in the battle^ 
Although sofhing is stafed about the otifcoine of The war, there can be 
DO doubt whatever ibef if endtd in a tragedy for the Yadevas. 

According to BUhler, the Gujarat expedition led by REma 
probably took place towards the end of ihc second or in the beginning 
of the third decade of the Ihirfcenth cenlury A*D. and the Gujarat 
adversary of R^ma wa^i R?nl ViradhavalUp the son of Lavaiiapras^da.^ 
This view, however, is not supported by the available evidence* As 
pointed out by R.G. BhandarkarT* the fact that Rlma’s son was a 
minor and his (Ramans) sister Lak^mi was acting as a regent on his 
behalf at the time when ihe record was put up shows that the battle in 
which Rama met with hisdeaih could not have been fought long prior

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to A,D. 1240, the date of the loscriptioD. That the battle did not take 
place so early as the end of the second or the begiDniag of the 3rd 
decade of the (hifucath century, as suggested by BOhler, is also 
tndicated by the fact that as late as A.D. 1228, Rima’s father 
Khs!;£vara was at the height of his career, as known from his 
Sakaleivara temple inscription of that year. Similarly, the VflgbSla 
chief Visaladevs, and not Viradliavaia, was the Gtijarat adversary of 
Rima, for Vtradbavala breathed his last and was succeeded by hts son 
Visaladevs as a under the Caulukya kingBhlmall 

1295 A.D, 1237).^ It is pertinent to note in this connection 
that in the Kadt grant, dated A,D. 126], Vlsaladeva describes himself as 
the submarine £re ihat dried up the ocean of Singhapa's army'

inscription aho he claims to have successfully fought with the 
Daksii^Sivara.^ it follows from these facts that Rama's Gujarat 
CYpeditioD took place sometime between A.D, 12J7, the dale when 
Vlsaladeva succeeded his father Viradhavala ns mahsma^^al^ivura, 
and ]24Q, the date of the inscription under consideration. Vlsaladeva 
must have fought this battle on behalf of his nominal overlord, 
Bhima H. 

R^ma, like his predecessors, was a ^iva by religion ;* but his 
sister Uksmi was a devotee of Vispu in his mansion form.* Unfor* 
Innately, we know nothing about Rama’s minor son, not even 
his name. 


Of the localities named in our inscription, Brabmapur}. where 
the temple of Rsmanarayapa was aituated, seems to denote a BrShmaga 
settlement round what is called Khole£vara's Matba which actually 
represents the Ramankrayapa temple built by Laksmi, The village 
Bflihdhadeg4mva. which was gifted to ibis temple, and NovaiEl, the 
residence of the scribe, cannot be identified.
